Jam es G. Fair, Superintendent of the Con­ 
solidated V irginia m ine, on Friday evening 
com m enced proceedings to recover the bars 
of bullion recently seized by County Assessor 
Gracey for delinquent county tax on th e net 
proceeds of the m ines.

| A San Francisco dispatch states th a t Church 
A Co’s w orkshops w herein firew orks are 
m ade, was destroyed In consequence of a boy 
ram m ing a R om an Oandle, using an iron 
ram m er. 
A nother dispatch states th at pu rsu an t to 
th e seizure of the Bay View distillery by Col­ 
lector Sedgwick, District A ttorney Coghlan 
filed a libel In the U. S. District Court yester­ 
day afternoon, setting forth the fact of the 
seizure and the finding of 24,237 gallons of 
spirits alleged to have been held by the pro­ 
prietor, A. A. Louderback, for Illicit purposes 
and asking th a t the property be therefore 
condem ned and sold by the governm ent. 
The case will not be tried until som e tim e in 
Ju ly . 
The Tim es editorially says th a t B elknap 
and his counsel are doing everything they 
can to persuade th e public th a t th e guilt or 
the ex-8ecretary is as great as any one has 
thought of painting it.

I t is on dit that Senator p o n e s con­ 
templates consolidating his to papers 
the Post and Express—in San Fran­ 
cisco. It would be an excellent thing 
for Los Angeles but rough on San 
Francisco. 


T h e Express says Mr. T e m p le Las 
supplied the H e r a l d with money. 
We have heard that under a previous 
management Mr. T e m p le did loan 
money to the H e r a l d Publishing Co. 
but the books show that every dollar 
was paid, with one and a half per cent 
per montn interest. The creditors and 
dedositors of the bank regret exceed­ 
ingly that the same showing cannot 
bo made in regard to money loaned 
the Express.

The 
actual cumber of miles traveled, as 
near as we can make it from the dif­ 
ferent railroad tables, is 3,329. 
The 
train will, therefore, have averaged a 
little over 444 miles per hour for the 
whole distance.’ 
This is the greatest 
railroad feat, distance and all other 
things considered, ever accomplished 
on this continent. 


The G reat D ifficulty. 


The trouble with the Democratic 
party at this time is that they have 
too much material to work upon. The 
Republicans are short. They have 
many ambitious .aspirants to promo­ 
tion, but there are so few that are not 
tainted with corruption that they are 
at their wit’s end to select their can­ 
didate. Investigations being in order, 
Mr. B la i n e is being very much shak­ 
en in his strength. 
But notwith­ 
standing the investigations and the 
developments as to his career, there 
can be but little doubt that he will be 
sufficiently whitewashed to 
secure 
the nomination of his party, which 
appears to be apt in the calcimining 
business. There is not a candidate 
yet 
mentioned by the Democrats 
against whom a word can be said, 
either as to his social, political or mil­ 
itary career. 
The majority of the 
States have expressed their preference 
for T ild e n , and on Wednesday, five 
more State Conventions discussed the 
Presidential question, and the honors 
appear to be easy, to use the words of 
a contemporary, between T ild e n , and 
H e n d r ic k s ,Virginia and Missouri fa­ 
voring the former, and Tennessee the 
latter, though neither sends an instruc­ 
ted delegation. Alabama has not yet 
named her delegates, and Maryland 
expresses uo preference. 
Altogether 
the prospect presents little change 
from that before these Conventions 
were held. 
It is worthy of notice 
that the persistent malignity with 
which B l a i n e is pursued seems to 
«reate sympathy for him and improve 
his prospects rather than otherwise. 
In the matter of platforms the usual 
platitudes were indulged in on both 
aides. 
The Louisiana Republican 


Convention urges that as Democratic 
domination has deprived that section 
of much that it is entitled to, the 
Southern Pacific Railroad 
and its 
branches should be aided by the Gov­ 
ernment,the levees protected and oth­ 
er internal improvements assisted. 
Even this episode shows the drift of 
the feeliug of the party, and while we 
recognize the fact that there is much 
material to select from, we still recog­ 
nize the evidence of a preponderance 
of feeling in favor of T il d e n . 
It is 
true that the burden upon the party is 
heavy, yet we believe there is discre­ 
tion enough in its ranks to secure ju­ 
dicious action. It is really difficult to 
imagine how the radicals will come 
outr but we still think that B l a in e 
will be their candidate. 


Anonymous Slanderers. 


Los Angeles has been made aware, 
during the past few weeks, that there 
are bravós of the pen as well as those 
of the sword or dagger; those who from 
behind the screen of an anonymous 
communication, in the public prints, 
seek to stab the reputation of their 
fellow citizens. 
The creation of a 
Board of Public Works has called forth 
one or more of these vermin, who 
seems to have selected as his especial 
target upon whom to spit his venom, 
the Hon. W a l l a c e W o o d w o r t h, one 
of the members of the Board, as also 
one of our prominent citizens to whose 
clear brain this county is largely in­ 
debted for the good financial standing 
it now occupies. 
The whole matter 
as to the constitutionalty of the Board 
of Public Works Act must be decided 
by the Courts and there the Board 
have been content to leave it; but it 
seems that the defense have adopted 
the tactics of seeking to prejudice the 
public mind by anonymous articles in 
the public prints. A re-hash ot an ar­ 
ticle written by an estimable member 
of the legal firm representing the 
Couucil, attempts to connect Mr. 
W o o d w o r th with the issuance of 
what is denominated bogus scrip in 
1869, by asserting with regard to the 
Commercial street sewer that a con­ 
tract was made with Mr. W o o d w o rth 
to build the sewer at $24 per front foot 
and that the cost was $8,221.98. The 
plain matter of fact is this : 
The 
Council advertised for bids for the con­ 
struction of the sewer. 
Mr. W o o d ­ 
w o r t h ’s bid was for the round sum of 
$3,945.34, gold coin. 
His bid being 
the lowest was accepted; he received 
his coin upon completion of the work 
and that ended the matter. 
It is true 
that under the reign of the then Coun­ 
cil, like that of the present, the 
treasury had been emptied, and that 
in order to meet the current expenses 
a resort to the issuance of scrip was 
had; and doubtless a large amount 
comparatively of the scrip was sold 
in order to raise the coin to pay this 
gold contract, inasmuch as the folly, 
or otherwise, of the Council of that 
day, like that of the present, had 
caused the tax-payers to look dubi­ 
ously upon city promises to pay while 
affairs were under the control of that 
body. Doubtless there was a large 
amount of fradulent scrip issued in 
1869, and it is equally true that some 
of the members of that body of odor­ 
iferous memory, whom common re­ 
port credits with having partaken of 
a large slice of the “chicken pie,” are 
now virtuously indignant that at the 
instance of the largest tax-payers of 
the city there should be created a new 
branch of the city government which, 
backed by personal character and a 
weighty pecuniary bonded responsi­ 
bility, stands as a guarantee against 
future fraudulent issues of scrip. The 
fling at Mr. R o e d e r will be duly ap­ 
preciated in this community, where he 
is known and where his name Is a sy­ 
nonym for honesty and straightfor­ 
ward dealing. In this article we have 
treated of the personal attacks upon 
individuals, to the end that those who 
are strangers among us may not be 
deceived by the statements of anony­ 
mous writers regarding the personnel 
of the Board. Hereafter we shall ven­ 
tilate this matter and afford the citi­ 
zens of this city an opportunity to 
know what influences 
have been 
brought to bear to create the present 
disgraceful condition of affairs, and, if 
necessary, who are the men respon­ 
sible. 


A Good 
Criticism . 


The Virginia Chronicle alludes to 
the late Chinese appeal that has 
been sent to President G r a n t and re­ 
marks that “the memorial is ingen­ 
ious. but will stand little scrutiny. Its 
sophistries will be easily exposed by 
our representatives. It is not true 
that the Chinese 
have done work 
which could not have been done with­ 
out them. Their presence on the Pa­ 
cific Coast has kept away the white 
men who would have done all and 
more than they have done. The Chi­ 
nese may have opened no whiskey sa­ 
loons; but they have done what is in­ 
finitely worse. They have introduced 
opium-smoking, 
and their women 
have corrupted and ruined thousands 
of the youth of the Coast. Two wrongs 
do not make a right, neither do a 
thousand. 
Because 
Iewed womeii 
were brought over on the demand or 
some depraved white men, it is no 
reason why they should be brought 
over now. As to the attempt of the 
six companies to rid the Coast of this 
evil, it is well known that the six 
companies have the power to do it at 
any moment—for their power over 
their fellow-countrymen here is su­ 
preme. Seeing that this is the case, 
they cannot lay the blame on the 
shoulders of the people of the coast 
through the San Francisco police, The 
Chinese may contribute a certain am­ 
ount to the revenue of the country; 


but the white men who ought to be In 
their places would not only do that, 
but contribute to the moral and phys­ 
ical development of the couutry and 
add to its strength. As to their treaty 
rights, we think that those of the 
Chinese here will be respected. The 
memorial ought to have uo influence 
at Washington.” In ail of these sen­ 
timents we cordially agree, and con­ 
gratulate ourselves upon the fact that 
the proper seutiment upon the Chi­ 
nese question is so rapidly gaining 
ground. Let the truth be told If the 
Heavens fall. 


A n Im portant Mission. 


If there is a man to be pitied it is 
Senator P. A. R o a c h. He has one 
of the most onerous charges placed in 
his hands for management that any 
man could have imposed upan him. 
A Washington correspondence states 
that he has had “numerous interviews 
with the leading statesmen of the na­ 
tional Capital, among others with 
Representatives R a n d a l l, L a m a r, 
B a n k s, | “ 3 u n sk t” 
Co x, 
Speaker 
K e r r , and they inspire him with the 
hope that something will soon be 
done of a satisfactory character, on 
the Chinese question. 
Mr. R oach 
finds, however, that it is no easy task 
to arouse those who can afford relief 
to a sense of their duty in the prem­ 
ises. Still he intends to exert him­ 
self to the utmost to effect a favorable 
result. It is almost an impossibility 
even now, with ail of the facilities of 
intercommunication both 
by tele­ 
graph and rail to instil into the minds 
of our Eastern friends whether in 
Congress or as citizens, the peculiar 
situation of the Pacific Coast, as to 
the actual position of our people in re­ 
gard to the Chinese question. The ab­ 
normal humanitarian sentiment pre­ 
vails there to such an extent that it 
seems almost an impossibility to teach 
them to believe the truth. No better 
representative of the interests of the 
Cogst than Col. R o a ch could have 
been selected, for one of his chief char­ 
acteristics is indefatigable effort in 
whatever he undertakes. If presist- 
ence of argument will avail anythiug 
and 
honesty of purpose has any 
weight, our commissioner will do 
some good in the matter. Yet while 
earnest effort is being made in this re­ 
gard there, our treatment of the ques­ 
tion at home should be such as to com­ 
mand respect and thus give those 
who are working in our behalf a 
moral support that will give to their 
efforts a moral force that will make 
an impression. 


A Slanderous Communication. 


The communication from Los An­ 
geles published in the San Francisco 
Chronicle of May 21st, referring to the 
Board of Public Works of this city, 
contains a tissue of falsehoods and 
slanders on some of our most promi­ 
nent citizens. The assertion that the 
measure is not popular with our peo­ 
ple cannot be maintained. The people 
are dissatisfied with many acts of the 
Common Council in connection with 
improvements, and they are willing 
to trust the management of these af­ 
fairs to three good citizens. The only 
objection to the law creating the Board 
is that it placed the appointing power 
in the hands of the Governor. This 
is ground for objection, but it could 
not be avoided. To have left the ap­ 
pointing power in the hands of the 
Council was to have left matters just 
where they were before, and the crea­ 
tion of the Board was simply useless. 
The attack of the correspondent on 
two members of the Board is gross 
and uncalled for. Those gentlemen 
are among our most respected citizens 
and their appointment as members of 
the Board cannot surely convert them 
into the disreputable characters the 
correspondent paints them. The end 
of this matter is not yet. The authors 
of the letter are known, and both they 
and the parties who incited the writ­ 
ing will have an opportunity to prove 
their charges or admit themselves 
wilful and malicious slanderers.

Mongolians can be secured.

The ordinance compelling the cut­ 
ting of the hair of inmates of tbe 
County Jail was enforced for tbe first 
time to-day, and a number of prison­ 
ers had their hair clipped to the regu­ 
lation inch. 
Five Chinamen were 
among them. 
A sail boat belonging to Goat Is­ 
land, while making the trip from Al­ 
catraz this afternoon, upset and 2 sol­ 
diers were drowned.

Death of Mr. Gould. 


The sudden and untimely death of 
County Auditor, Charles W. Gould, 
which occurred at 10-30o’clock, Friday 
night has cast a wide spread shadow 
over the community of Los Angelos. 
Mr. Gould had acquired the universal 
esteem of our citizens through a sev­ 
en years’ residence in our midst and 
his quiet demeanor, accommodating 
manners and strict attention to busi­ 
ness endeared him to all of his asso­ 
ciates. Ho great was Mr. Gould’s per­ 
sonal popularity that, at the last elec­ 
tion he was chosen to his position of 
trust by a majority of about two thous­ 
and 
in 
the 
county, 
while 
he 
did not leave his business a day for 
electioneering purposes. 
In his offi­ 
cial capacity be was uniformly accom­ 
modating to rich and poor; he never 
said a harsh word about anybody, and 
was probably without 
an enemy 
in the world. 
The deceased was 
about thirty - eight years of age. 
He came from Texas at the close of 
the war, having served several years 
on the Confederate side. For a week 
or more Mr.Gould had been unable to 
attend to his duties, through what his 
friends and himself thought to be a 
slight indisposition. OnThursday he 
was at his desk as usual, but doubtless 
overtaxed his unrecuperated energies, 
and on Friday morning early he was 
violently attacked with inflammation 
of the bowels,the disease being aggra­ 
vated by an enlargement of the liver 
and a chronic derangement of the 
system. From this time he grew rap­ 
idly worse, and in the afternoon was 
bereft of consciousness. A t 10:30 p.m. 
he breathed bis last, surrounded by 
his family and many terror-stricken 
friends who had hurried in upon the 
announcement of his dangerous con­ 
dition. The deceased leaves a wife and 
father, the latter living in Cincinnati. 
Words of consolation would be illy 
suited to the bereaved ODes at this 
time, and we can only join with them 
in tears of sorrow at the untimely de­ 
cease of the kiud son, lovintr Husband 
and ever-generou» friend. The funeral 
services will be held at the Family 
residence, Fort street, opposite the M. 
E. Church, at 2 P. M. to-day. The ob­ 
sequies will be undercharge of Sho- 
minac Tribe No. 50, Independent Or­ 
der of Red Men, of which the deceased 
was a member. . The members of the 
bar will also attend in a body.

Memorial Day. 


This pleasing incident in the his­ 
tory of our country has made its ap- 
pearauce and, honored, passed into 
the remembrance of pleasing recollec­ 
tion. Throughout the country Deco­ 
ration Day was honored with a hap­ 
pily becoming grace,but we have seen 
no account of the ceremonial th at has 
been so pleasing as that we quote from 
the Virginia Chronicle. The following 
is from date of May 29th: 
At the meeting of the veterans of 
the late war on Saturday night, at the 
Odd Fellows’ bail, there were about 
seventy-five in attendance—the Grays 
lurgely predominating over the Blues. 
Major Creigh called the m eeting to 
order as Chairman, and Colonel Stone 
was elected Vice President. 
COLONEL STONE’S REMARKS. 
Colonel Stone being called upon for 
a speech replied briefly as follows: 
G e n t l e m e n : I feel much honored 
by the compliment you have paid me. 
This is an assemblage which gratifies 
me exceedingly. I regard it as a good 
omeu for our country to see people 
who were arrayed against each other 
during the late war meet so soon on 
terms of friendship. 
I welcome as 
brothers all those who m et us in the 
battles of the war; I welcome them in 
the same spirit with which,after Lee’s 
surrender, we took the oath of allegi­ 
ance to the Government, with no m en­ 
tal reservation. I am glad of ao op­ 
portunity to participate in the Memo­ 
rial Day exercises, to honor the dead 
by strewing flowers over their graves. 
We Confederates have no dead on 
these bleak hills, but will strew flow­ 
ers just as freely on the graves of Fed­ 
eral dead as though they fought on 
our own side. 
The Colonel’s speech was hailed with 
applause, and the work of clasping 
hands across the bloody chasm began 
in earnest. 
“ l e t t h e p a s t b e b u r ie d .” 
Major Foote, son of ex-Senator H. 
8. Foote, of Tennessee, who fought on 
the Confederate side, was next called 
upon for a speech. He said: 
I, too, meet you here as brothers. 
The war is over. Peace is proclaimed 
through all the laud. W e all look 
back with pride to the glorious achieve­ 
ments on either side. 
We honor the 
dead in their 
graves, caring not 
whether they fought under the blue 
or the gray. I can take by the hand 
any man who has shouldered his gun 
and gone to the front and participated 
in battle. The men whose graves we 
purpose decorating during the war 
were not working for wealth or posi­ 
tion. They fought for what they be­ 
lieved at the time was right. Let the 
past be buried. We propose to meet 
our late opponents in the field in a 
spirit of brotherly friendship. 
[Loud 
applause.] 
RECONCILIATION AND PEACE. 
Captain Lord said: 
W hile I am thankful that none of 
your dead are buried here, I am sorry 
th at we have no opportunity to recip­ 
rocate your kind utterances by deco­ 
rating the graves of your fallen com­ 
rades. 
Rev. Mr. Jenvey; who bad been 
elected Chairman, was called up and 
said: 
I remember when I was a soldier- 
boy, that an old clergyman used to 
come to our camp aud pray. 
He 
prayed that the Almighty would over­ 
whelm and bring to naught the plans 
aud devices of the euemy. 
If my life 
is spared until Tuesday next, I shall 
pray that all animosity between the 
different sections 
of our common 
country be buried. I shall pray that 
the spirits of the illustrious dead may 
be with us on that day and counsel us 
to lead noble and upright lives. 
We 
should remember only that we are 
decorating the graves of brave men, 
who have stood the brunt of the battle 
on many a hard-fought field. Honor 
to them. 
Captain Donovan being called out, 
said: 
I can but repeat that I am heartily 
glad that the day has come when we 
who participated in the late strife can 
meet once more (as brothers. The tri­ 
als of the past, thank God, are over. 
This teeling of redonciliation must 
have bean creeping into our hearts for 
a long time. I am glad that I have 
lived to see it.
